Med Students 
Present Papers 
On N^w Phases 

UndargraduatM 
Held Annual 
Discussion 

• UNIVERSmr MEDICAL atudenti 
held their annual undergraduate 
medical meeting Saturday with 
presentation of papers on some of 
the latest phases of medicine. 

Results of an original study on 
variation of diets for diabetic and 
stontach ulcer patients and those 
wishing to reduce were described 
by Miss Theodora Peck, a third- 
year student and graduate dietitian 
before entering the school. 

She pointed out that, so far as 
possible, diets should be based on 
the customary diet of the patient 
with such variation in carbohydrate, 
fat, mineral and vitamin content 
ss are required by the individual 
case. 

Arbitrary prescription of diets 
she said, Is likely to defeat its own 
purpose since a patient loses ap- 
petite for them and Is likely to 
neglect the vei^ Items In which the 
changes have been Introduced. 

Development of a new technique 
used on the West Coast but little 
known in the East was shown by 
Kenneth Partlow, a junior. Path- 
ological specimens are placed in a 
watch glass Immersed In hot water 
ahd a plate glass pla^ over them. 
As the water cools a partial vacuum 
Is created which binds the watch 
glass to the plate glass.
